Wheat Restriction 

Premier John Bracken, of Mani- 
toba, outlined the proposal for 
wheat acreage restriction in a state- 
ment issued last Friday, which is as 
follows: 

‘*Reduction of wheat acreage is a 
means to an end, and not the end 
in itself. The end aimed at is a 
normal price, an increase over the 
present depressed price. The means 
proposed to this end is to remove the 
excess portion of the world wheat 
surplus which has been one of the 
major causes of the disastrously low 
wheat price level during the past 
two years, a level which last Decem- 
ber reached the lowest point in four 
hundred years. 

“The public discussion during re- 
cent days, which has centred around 
acreage reduction, has arisen  be- 
cause of the representations made 
to Mr. Bennett some ten days ago 
by the three prairie premiers, The 
resolution passed wag as follows: 

“*That in the opinion of the com- 
mittee an increase in commodity 
prices generally and wheat prices 
in particular ig essentially a condi- 
tion precedent to any sustained im- 


provement in Canadian economic 
conditions. 
““That in view of the present 


large world surplug of wheat and 
the possibility of a further large 
Canadian crop, some plan of cur- 
tailment of wheat production in or 
exports from the four principal ex- 
porting countries is essential to any 
such price increase. 

‘“¢That we, therefore, recommend 
‘te the government of Canada that it 
make every effort to secure for this 
question an early and prominent 
place in the discussion of the gener- 
al economic conference, and that the 
governments of Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan, and Alberta pledge the sup- 
port of their respective provincial 
governments to the principle of such 
curtailment of wheat production or 
control of exports, and offer to co- 
operate with the federal government 
in formulating plang to carry this 
principle into operation in Canada.’

“This resolution wag deemed nec- 
essary because of an’ unverified re- 
port that the three other chief wheat 
exporting nations were agreeable to 
the principle of either controlled 
production or controlled export, but, 
that Canada was supposed to have‘ 
taken no action in the matter.

HOPPER POISON 
BEING SPREAD 


Large Quantities Distributed in 
South and Southeast Areas—Very 
Few ‘Hoppers in Irrigation Block 


Farmers continue to fight the 
grasshopper plague, and poisoned 
bait is being distributed from the 
mixing station in Bassano in large 
quantities, 

South and southeast of town ap- 
pear to be the areag suffering the 
worst infestation. Only a few of the 
"hoppers are reported on ttrigation 
land. 

Mr. Yach, representative of the 
department of agriculture, Edmon- 
ton, is now, located in this district 
with headquarters in Bassano, He 
has charge of the mixing and distri- 
bution of poisoned bait, and inspects 
infested areas and checks up on re- 
sults of poisoning. 

To date the Bassano station has 
distributed about 88 tons of bait. 

Altogether there are sixty of these 
stationg in Alberta, . 

The bait is prepared with equal 
quantities of bran and sawdust, 
mixed with water, a small quantity 
of molasses, and sodium y 4 in

On a motor trip through the 
country thousands of gophers are to 
be seen scampering acrogs the road 
and through the fields of wheat. 
They are causing extensive damage 
on some farms, 

The great number of gophers this 
year is believed to be largely due to 
the destruction of so many weasels. 
The weasel is the natural enemy of 
the gopher. Hhe is a carnivore, and 
probably kills hundtedy of gophers 
every year. During the past couple 
of winters hundreds of weasels have 
been trapped for their, pelts, and 
the weasel population is now esti- 
mated to be far below the normal 
figure. With his natural enemy 
partially exterminated, the gopher 
has thrived and multiplied rapidly. 

To combat the gopher pest it has 
been suggested that the weasel be 
given the protection of the game 
laws. If he were unmolested, it is 
claimed, the weasel would increase 
in numbers to the point where he 
would soon remove the gopher 
menace.

The owner of the car is partly to 
blame for king his car in such 
a position that it, together with the 
stalled truck, partially blocked the 
road, But he wag on a mission of 
good will, and his desire to assist 
the driver of the stalled truck pos- 
sibly caused him to overlook the 
danger in partly blocking the road. 

Aside from the danger of acci- 
dents of this kind, the Crowfoot Hill 
is still a hagard for the motorist. 

During the past few years at least 
two cars have gone over the edge of 
the road here and been smashed up, 
injuring drivers and passengers. In 
one instance the people escaped 
death by a miracle. They were 
bowling along on the smooth high- 
way over the level prairie, travelling 
west. Suddenly, without warning, 
they were confronted with the steep 
descent at the Crowfoot Hill. Brakes 
were slammed on, the car lurched 
off the road and rolled over. They 
might have been killed had the gods 
of luck been a little less kind. 

The other accident referred to was 
of a similar kind. 

Nobody knows how many more 
near accidents there have been on 
this same hill, but we venture to say 
they are many. 

The Crowfoot Hill is © the most 
dangerous spot in the highway  be- 
tween Medicine Hat and Calgary. To 
the stranger it is particularly dan- 
gerous, for he comes upon it sudden- 
ly and unexpectedly. Topping the 
crown of the hill he sees the steep 
descent and the bridge at the bottom 
which lookg barely wide enough to 
allo whis car to pass over. A sud- 
den application of brakes is liable 
to throw the car into the ditch. That 
is exactly what has happened on at 
least two occasions. 

Last year a sign Was placed on che 
side of the road near the top of the 
hill. It bearg the word “hill” and 
is supposed to warn the motorist of 
approaching danger. 

This sign is inadequate. It lacks 
force. It fails to impress upon the 
motorist that he is really approach- 
ing a danger spot. 

A suggestion has been made by a 
local man that a large sign be erect- 
ed right across the road at a height 
sufficient to clear all vehicles. The 
sign would bear the words 
“Danger, Slow Down,” or ‘‘Dunger, 
Steep Hill’ in red and white !etters. 
Red reflectors should also be attach- 
ed to the sign so .that it can be 
readily seen at night. 

The suggestion: is a good one. A 
sign of this kind would be much 
more effective than the small sign 
now in use, 

We would also suggest that more 
grading be done on this hill to re- 
duce the steep pitch and provide a 
more gradual approach to the hill 
proper. Widening of the grade 
would also lessen he danger of an 
accident. 

These improvements should be 
made immediately. No time should 
be lost by the provincial department 
of public works, for the busy tourist 
traffic season igs approaching, and 
hundreds of motorists, strangers 
on this highway, will be using the 
road for the first time. 

The improvements should be 
made now, before there igs a fatal 
accident. 


PROTECT THE WEASEL ‘ 
Wheat crops in thig vicinity are 
threatened with a new menace—the 
gopher. Already serious damage 
hag been done by gophers, and un- 
less they are checked they threaten 


to overrun some sections of the 
country. 
The gopher’s natural enemy, hte 


weasel, has been greatly reduced in 
numbers during the past few 
winters. The weasel population has 
been decimated by amateur trappers 
and the result is that the gopher, 
his blood-thirsty foe nearly exterm- 
inated, has lived and multiplied at 
an alarming rate. 

Those who claim to be familiar 
with the habits of the weasel claim 
he provides the most effective means 
of keeping the gopher in check. He 
kills large numbers of gophers the 
year round and thug prevents the 
rapid increase of thig pest. 

Since the weasel] is such an 
cellent ally of man in fighting 


ex- 
the 


gopher pest, it would be a_ wise 
move to give protection to the 
weasel. 


The value of hig pelt is small in 
comparison to the value he gives in 
service rendered ag a destroyer of 
gophers. He does not destroy crops, 
being entirely a meat-eater. 

In view of the unfortunate result 
of weasel trapping in this district, 
it would seem that his protection in 
future ig most desirable. 

A request that the provincial game 
guardian investigate the gopher- 
weasel situation here should bring 
good results,

which is as unhealthy as fs | over- 
weight. 2 ‘ 

There are tables which give the 
average weights for individual, ac- 
cording to age, sex, or height.’ No 
particular person is an average per- 
son, and 8s othe tables are merely 
guides, The best weight for each 
individual is the weight at which he 
enjoys the greatest amount of 
health. In most cases, thig optimum 
weight is no far from average. A 
person who is definitely above or 
below the average would find it 
worth while to consider the cause. 

To get thin implies taking less 
food than the body uses, To gain 
weight, more food should be eaten 
than the body needs. Thig applies 
particularly to the use of such 
energy foods as potatoes, bread and 
butter, cereals, fat meats, cream 
and oils. Any excess of food taken 
is stored away by the body in the 
form of fat, and so the body is filled 
out. 

Thig does not mean that weight is 
to be gained by stuffing the body 
with food. To attempt to do so only 
eauses—digestive upsets, and the 
purpose’ would be defeated. All the 
additional food required might be 
procured by taking a mid-morning 
or mid-afternoon lunch, or by hav- 
ing something to eat before going 
to bed. An extra helping of butter 
at each meal and a more generous 
use of oil dressings on saladg will 
make a real difference, 

The diet must be selected so that 
it will be well balanced. Under- 
weight may be due to insufficient 
food, but it is much more likely to 
result from a lack of the proper 
foods. Meals should be taken at 
regular hours and the food served 
in an attractive manner. 

Thin people are often overfatigued. 
When the body ig unduly tired, di- 
gestion is interfered with. In such 
cases a rest before meals ig indicat- 
ed. Weight will not be gained un- 
less rest is secured. The person who 
is underweight requires extra hours 
in bed and a rest at noon. 

Fresh air, sunshine, moderate ex- 
ercise and the outdoor life are es- 
sential in the process of gaining 
weight. A new routine of life must 
be established, and this frequently 
includes a different attitude which 
will release from the tenseness of 
overactivity which are so commonly 
experienced by those who are under- 
weight.

GRAIN QUOTA EXPORT 
PLAN IS SUGGESTED 

LIONDON, June 21—A quota sys- 
tem for exports of wheat by the 
principal exporting nations of the 
world was suggested as the wheat 
conference met today. 

Canada, Australia, Argentina and 
the United States are represented. 

The discussiong were adjourned, 
however, when Rt. Hon. Stanley 
Bruce, Australian delegate who yes- 
terday promised Australian co-oper- 
ation, even to the extent of tempor- 
arily limiting production — which 
Australia does 
for concrete proposale in order that 
he might submit them to hig gov- 
ernment for consideration. 

Limitation of production by way 
of reducing acreage and the curtail- 
ment of exports by a quota system 
among the nations are the main 
lines on which the conference is 
working while at the same time 
urgently pleading for some agree- 
ment by exporting nationg on the 
methods whereby they might raise 
consumption. 

Some quarters are inclined to 
the view that no enduring solution 
to the wheat problem is possible 
without Russia. 

It was understood discussions of 
the big four may be resumed before 
the end of the week.
